This, with the j a welly found yester­ 
day is thought to show positively th at 
the Williams girls were murdered by 
Holmes. 
All 
last 
night 
two 
detectives were engaged in digging in 
the basement of the building at 701 
Sixty-third street, in search of the 
bodies of Minnie W illiams and 
her 
beautiful sister, who, it was rumored 
last winter, had been murdered by Dr. 
H. H. Holmes, now under arrest in 
Philadelphia, charged with the m urder 
of Benjamin Pietzel. A fter two hours’ 
work an old stove was uncovered, and 
in the firebox was found a quantity of 
charred human bones and part of a 
w atch chain formerly owned and worn 
by Minnie Williams. The jeweler who 
sold the chain to the missing girl was 
found and fully identified the chain as 
a portion of a chain sold by him to 
Minnie Williams during the world’s fair 
and shortly before her disappearance 
from public. 
From the quantity of bones found it 
w as thought th at more than one body 
had been burned in the stove found, but 
this the detectives were unable to de­ 
termine. All of the bones were wrapped 
up and will be subm itted to an expert 
for examination, to ascertain whether 
there are duplicate pieces. 
Detectives 
are now fully convinced th at they have 
found the remains of the W illiams sis­ 
ters, and that they were murdered by 
Dr. H. H. Holmes. 


IMMENSE DAMAGE IN IOWA 
BELOIT HAS GROWN 
TO THE 8000 MARK 


Wind and Lightning Play Havoc with 
Crops and Buildings. 
Des Moines, Iowa, July 20.—Severe 
rain, wind and hail storms swept a wide 
section of Iowa Thursday night and ear­ 
ly Friday. In the northern part of the 
state, between Em m ettsburg and Algo­ 
na, a strip twenty-five miles wide was 
swept by heavy winds, and crops were 
blown down. Small grains will be great­ 
ly damaged, while the corn will gener­ 
ally recover. In the middle of the storm- 
swept strip a belt seven miles wide was 
swept by hail. 
At Brooklyn, W inne­ 
shiek county, a cloudburst caused the 
precipitation of over four inches of rain 
in an hour. The whole 
surrounding 
country was flooded and the railroads 
suffered badly. The storm in this part 
of the state started near this city and 
moved east. The entire country as far 
as Davenport suffered. 
Crops in the 
district of heavy rain were badly dam ­ 
aged. 
At Davenport there were two 
inches of rain. At Keokuk the wind al­ 
most reached the proportions of a cy­ 
clone, and numerous small buildings 
were unroofed and crops destroyed in 
a considerable section.' In other parts 
of the state, Em mett, Kossuth and Palo 
Alto counties suffered must.

HEAVY TEM PEST IN MICHIGAN 


Cyclone That Swept Over St. Clair Killed 
At Least Three People. 
St. Clair, Mich., July 20.—A terrific 
wind and thunder storm struck this city 
and Courtright, Ontario, yesterday af­ 
ternoon, doing great dam age to property 
and causing the loss of three lives. Those 
known to be dead are: 
Two children of W illiam Lee. 
Infant child of E rnst Black. 
The storm seems to have been of pure­ 
ly a local character, and struck here 
about 1:30 o’clock. 
It raged furiously 
for an hour. The Hotel Cadilac was un­ 
roofed, and the tower of the City Hall 
felll with a crash, crushing in the roof 
of the City Hall. Edw ard Lee’s house 
was torn to pieces, and the bodies of his 
two children were found in the wreck. 
E rnst Black’s house was also wrecked 
and his infant child was killed by the 
falling debris. John Duchane’s dwell­ 
ing, D raper’s harness shop, Daniel Ben­ 
nett’s dwelling and F rank Baseo’s store 
were almost completely destroyed. Trees 
were twisted off close to the ground in 
all parts of the city, and cast about like 
straws. 
Chimneys were blown down 
and the bricks were scattered in all di­ 
rections. 
Pieces were ripped off m any 
roofs and windows were demolished. 
The large Republican pole In the square 
was twisted off like a reed. 
In the river a yacht containing three 
men was capsized, but the occupants 
clung to the boat until several skiffs 
were able to go to their rescue. Another 
upturned yacht floated down the river, 
but no trace of its occupants have beeiA 
found, hence it is conjectured th at they 
were drowned. Many boats were thrown 
on shore and injured. 
Coldwater, 
Mich., July 20.—Branch 
County was visited by the heaviest rain­ 
fall of the last year yesterday greatly 
benefiting crops, which were nearly 
ruined by the long drought. 
Hillsdale, Mich., July 20.—The three 
m onths’ drought in this 
county was 
broken yesterday 
by a heavy rain, 
which greatly benefited growing crops. 
Grand Rapids, Mich., July 
20.—The 
rain Thursday night extended all the 
way from this city north to Mackinaw 
and effectually extinguished w hat was 
left of the fire. The news from the fire 
district has been exaggerated, and the 
am ount of real damage done has been 
com paratively small. Many of the fires 
were started by the farm ers themselves 
to clear the land of stumpage, and in 
the hardwood district, by close w atch­ 
ing, the flames in very few instances got. 
beyond control. 


Stiff Breeze Sweeps Ohio. 
Findlay, Ohio, July 20.—For five min­ 
utes yesterday afternoon this city was 
swept by a terrific storm of rain, wind 
and hail. Hundreds of shade trees and 
fruit trees were blown down, blockading 
the streets in many places. The tower 
of the F irst Methodist 
church was 
blown down, as was the bell tower of 
the Central fire station. P art of the 
steeple of the F irst Lutheran church is 
down. Several barns were unroofed and 
shifted on their 
foundations, and a 
dozen buggies were blown over. Nearly 
every awning in town was blown aw ay 
and a num ber of plate glass fronts were 
wrecked. The globe and chimney glass 
factory was also unroofed. 
Frem ont, Ohio, July 20.—Yesterday 
the wind struck the K ansas oil field, 
several miles west of here. It swept a 
clean path 400 feet wide entirely through 
the field, tearing down many trees and 
leveling thirty oil well derricks.

Springfield, 111., July 20.—Col. Jona­ 
than Merriam of Tazewell county is s&d 
to have ready a resolution for inquiry 
into the acts of certain alleged boodle 
statesmen. Just w hat the exact word­ 
ing of the resolution is, no one but Col. 
Jonathan knows. It was his intention 
to have offered it yesterday, but the 
fact that he so intended leaked out 
and the house adjourned at once when 
the journal was read. The session last­ 
ed Just two minutes. Immediately after 
adjournm ent the Republican 
steering

close w hat too place. 
In the senate, Senator Durlop, in the 
absence of Senator Berry, chairm an of 
the committee on judiciary,

the arbitration bill, which was ordered 
reported favorably by the committee. 
It was advanced to second reading, and 
Senator Herb introduced a bill to tax 
express companies I per cent on their 
gross receipts in Illinois at places then 
under control of the state board of rail­ 
road 
and 
warehouse commissioners, 
which is to establish and fix minimum 
rates and charges for carrying merchan­ 
dise. 
The bill declares express 
com­ 
panies to be common carriers and pro­ 
vides penalties for failure to comply 
with the provisions requiring companies 
to file sworn statem ents of their gross 
receipts and a schedule of charges with 
the state auditor. The bill was ordered 
sent to the committee on military. Sen­ 
ator Bogardus introduced a bill in re­ 
lation to the m anagem ent of prisoners 
in state penitentiaries. It was referred 
to the committee on penal and reform a­ 
tory institutions. 
On motion of Sena­ 
tor Aspinwall the senate adjourned un­ 
til 3 o’clock Monday.

$100,000 suit for libel against the San 
Francisco Chronicle, is expected to be 
made public in this city to-day by the 
taking of the deposition of Mrs. Scott 
Hayward. Mrs. Hayward is now a resi­ 
dent of this city and was formerly an 
intim ate friend of the young wife of the 
murdered banker. It is her testimony 
which it is claimed will partially clear 
up the mystery surrounding the killing 
of Banker Stillwell, and may lead to an 
immediate indictm ent by the Hannibal 
grand jury.

BUSINESS MEN WILL HELP. 


BUSINESS * AT TH E USUAL LE V E L 


Trade Experiences Midsummer Dullness i 
Dunn A Co’s. Weekly Report. 


New York, July 20.—R. G. Dun & Co.’» 
weekly review of business says: 
“The week’s news is not entirely en­ 
couraging, but th at is all the more n at­ 
ural because there are signs of midsum­ 
mer dullness. W heat prospects are not 
quite so good as last week. 
The ex­ 
ports of gold and the less favorable 
treasury returns for July are not unex­ 
pected and mean nothing as to coming 
business. 
There is a perceptible de­ 
crease in the demand for most m anufac­ 
tured products and the actual distribu­ 
tion to consumers naturally lessens in 
midsummer. Much of the recent buying 
was to anticipate a rise in prices and 
such purchases fall off when prices have 
risen. 
There are still numerous ad­ 
vances in wages but strikes grow m ore 
numerous and im portant. 
“In part because business was unus­ 
ually large in the first half of July, rn. 
quiet tone meets reasonable expecta­ 
tions. The heavy bank failure a t Mon­ 
treal does not affect financiers here and 
is passing there with less disturbance 
than was feared. 
“Gold exports for the middle of July. 
when crops are beginning to move, if 
not meant to affect stocks, can at all 
events have only a speculative influ­ 
ence. 
“W heat has declined 2 cents for Sep­ 
tember, corn 
cents, cotton % cent 
for September. 
W estern 
receipts of 
wheat not half of last year’s; cause, dis­ 
appointment at prices, while exports fof 
the week about a quarter of last year’s, 
and for three weeks only 2,829.028 bush­ 
els, flour included, cs against 7,046,267 
bushels last year, show that 
foreign 
dealers are not regarding the situation 
with anxiety. Nor do British accounts 
indicate any anxiety about cotton, while 
efforts are reported by some of the Am­ 
erican mills to sell part of the stock ta ­ 
ken months ago, which apparently ex­ 
ceed their needs for the year. If unfa­ 
vorable to some speculators, there are 
cheering Indications, for it is better to 
have fair crops than to get high prices 
for what remains. 
“The strike of several thousand m iners 
in the M arquette region may have im­ 
portant consequences. 
Producers of 
non-Bessemer ore have sold largely for 
the future at prices so low th at they 
cannot add to cost of production, and 
other mine^ in the Northwest may be 
affected. 
Minor m etals are stronger, 
with sales of 4,000.000 pounds copper up 
to ll cents for lake, and tin very firm 
in spite of a large visible supply. 
“Wool advanced in the first half of 
July an average of I cent for 104 quota­ 
tions of domestic by Coates & Bros., of 
Philadelphia, and is now 7 per cent 
higher than a year ago. Sales naturally 
lessen, being 7,980,000 pounds for th e 
week against an average of over 13,000,- 
000 pounds for each of the two previous 
weeks, but prices are sustained by Ger­ 
man and French buying in the London 
market. Cotton mills continue to en­ 
joy a l^rge business and several have 
advanced wages this week, but som e 
strikes of considerable importance are 
threatened or in progress. The w eaker 
tone for the m aterial does not as yet 
affect the prices of goods. 
“Failures for the week have been 256 
in the United States, against 236 last 
year, and 39 in Canada, against 44 last 
year.”

Ishpeming, Mich., July 20.—The Ish 
peming and Negaunee striking miners 
stopped all work on the streets at Ish 
peming yesterday and declared their in­ 
tention of stopping labor of every de­ 
scription until the struggle with the 
miners is ended. They also called out 
the men working on the Cascade range, 
six miles south of Negaunee. 
Three 
hundred men are employed there. They 
joined the strikers’ ranks unhesitatingly 
and were apparently waiting for a com­ 
mand to quit work. 
The strikers had 
another monster mass meeting. 
Four 
brass balds, a drum corps and fully 5,- 
000 men were in line. Banners of vari­ 
ous description were displayed and by­ 
standers cheered the strikers as they 
passed through the streets. 
All the 
business men of Ishpeming, with few 
exceptions, came out voluntarily and 
addressed the miners at a mass meeting 
held here. They all volunteered to help 
the strikers in every way possible. 


Santa Fe Land Grant Case. 
W ashington, July 20.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has rendered a decision 
in the land grant case of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railroad. In 1889 
the land office subm itted a statem ent 
showing th at an excess of 70,335 acres 
had been approved to the company. 
The company held that all the lands in 
Its indemnity limits were approved in 
1875 and that this approval constituted 
a complete adjustm ent of the grant, 
which should not be disturbed. A rule 
has been served on the company to show 
cause why it should not recover the ex­ 
cess and In reply the company has made 
scver&l new allegations. The secretary 
directs the land office to consider these 
allegations and to designate the partic­ 
ular lands that should be restored, so 
that suit cat} fro brought for them.

P R O V E T H E C EX SUS. 


Janesville wants to be sure the cen­ 
sus is accurate. 
The men in charge 
of the state enumeration here are all 
conscientious aud capable, 
hut it 
would he worth a great deal to the 
city if their count were checked aud 
all inaccuracies eliminated. 
Two simple methods of thus verify­ 
ing the work of the census officer 
have been suggested, either of which 
would be effectual aud comparatively 
Inexpensive. 
One method is to pub­ 
lish the lists as completed by the city 
clerk, taking one initial totter or one 
street at a time (the latter plan being 
preferable) thus enabling every man 
to know how his own household and 
his neighbors’ household have been 
listed and to correct, by report at any 
time at the city clerk’s office, any 
over-count or under-count 
that may 
be revealed in any family or hoarding 
house or hotel. 
A second method proposed is that in 
each block of the city, a person resid-' 
ing in that block and acquainted with 
all the people resident therein shall go 
from house to house in his own block 
atone—not crossing a street hat going 
aim ply ‘ around the block”—and that 
these block 
censuses thus secured 
throughout the city shall he checked 
against the regular census and made 
to tally.

Atlantic City, N. J., July 20.—W ith 
the meeting held yesterday at the Hotel 
Rudolph the National Union closed its 
fourteenth annual 
convention. 
By a 
practically unanimous vote the old of­ 
ficers were re-elected to serve for the 
ensuing year.
